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SCHOOL    REPORT 

For  the  Year  Ending  February  15,   1895. 

The  annual  report  of  your  schools  is  respectfully  submitted  by 
the  school  board : 

At  the  annual  district  meeting  held  in  March,  1894,  Mary  E. 
Manning  was  elected  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  three 
years;  she  was  also  elected  the  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 
At  the  organization  of  the  board  Edward  P.  French  was  elected 
president,  and  Jasper  P.  Georgf  secretary. 

As  has  been  the  method  in  past  years  the  schools  for  conven- 
ience in  furnishing  needed  supplies  were  divided  into  three  sub- 
districts,  Mr.  French  having||special  charge  of  Nos.  3,  4,  and  6, 
Mr.  George  Nos.  1,  5,  7,  and  8,  and  Miss  Manning  Nos.  2,  9, 
and  10,  and  besides  this  special  supervision  each  member  of  the 
board  has  been  expected  to  visit  all  the  schools  at  least  once  in 
the  year,  that  they  might  understand  the  special  need  of  each 
school  by  observation. 

The  board  was  of  the  opinion  that  a  more  equalized  rate  of 
salaries,  according  to  the  number  of  scholars,  should  be  estab- 
lished, and  they  have  attempted  to  adjust  the  salary  to  the  work 
rendered  as  nearly  as  possible. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  appropriations  for  schools  allowed  us  to  plan  for  a  uni 
form  term  of  thirty  weeks  during  the  year.  This  amount  has 
been  given  each  school,  with  the  addition  of  nearly  four  weeks 
owing  No.  7  from  last  year. 

After  providing  a  school  at  No.  6  during  the  spring  term  with 
five  scholars,  the  board  deemed  it  more  profitable  to  the  schol- 
ars, as  well  as  the  district,  to  furnish  tuition  elsewhere,  especially 
so  as  the  number  of  pupils  had  decreased  to  three. 

With  the  best  teacher  obtainable  we  think  that  no  satisfactory 
work  can  be  done  with  so  few  pupils  and,  consequently,  so  little 
interest  and  competition.  As  the  number  of  pupils  in  several  of 
the  schools  continues  to  lessen  year  after  year,  the  idea  of  less 
schools  with  more  pupils  in  each,  as  well  as  a  centrally  located 
grammar  school  of  high  grade,  is  forcibly  presented  for  the  con- 
sideration of  those  interested  in  our  public  schools. 
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TEACHERS. 

We  have  employed  eighteen  teachers  during  the  year,  and  of 
these  three  have  taught  the  same  school  throughout  the  year, — 
Misses  Mary  J.  Moore,  Bertha  E.  Parkhurst,  and  Carrie  A.  Tir- 
rell.  All  these  have  taught  previously  in  the  town,  as  had  Misses 
Way,  L.  F.  Warren,  Platts,  Walker,  and  Bailey,  while  with 
Misses  Boardman,  McKean,  C.  W.  Warren.  Holbrook,  Johon- 
nett,  Muzzey,  Flint,  Frye,  Shirley,  and  Alice  E.  Moore,  the  past 
year  was  the  first  experience  as  teachers  in  the  town.  Several, 
however,  had  taught  previously.  There  have  been  an  unusual 
number  of  changes  m  teachers  during  the  year.  Other  things 
being  equal,  a  former  teacher  is  preferable  to  a  new  one,  as  much 
time  is  lost  while  a  mutual  adaptation  is  progressing. 

SCHOLARS. 

There  have  been  enrolled  upon  the  school  registers  169  names, 
—  86  boys,  83  girls  ;  23  less  than  were  enrolled  last  year.  There 
have  been  eight  pupils  in  the  district  who  have  not  been  absent 
during  the  year;  they  are  Alice  L.  Barnard,  Mary  Murphy, 
Abbie  J.  Burns,  Clara  M.  Blood,  Mazy  Quimby,  Otis  Quimby, 
Ella  C.  Darrah,  Mindie  A.  Buswell. 

Some  of  the  schools,  notably  No.  4,  have  been  nearly  broken 
up  by  the  prevalence  of  sickness,  assuming  for  a  time  the  form 
df  an  epidemic,  with  no  fatal  results,  however. 

Excellent  progress  has  been  made  by  many  of  the  scholars, 
while  some  others  have  apparently  failed  as  yet  to  appreciate  the 
facilities  proffered  them  for  attaining  a  good  degree  of  knowl- 
edge. Quite  a  number  of  the  scholars  of  last  year  are  attending 
elsewhere  higher  grades  of  instruction  than  we  are  able  to 
provide. 

SCHOOLHOUSES. 

During  the  year  Nos.  9  and  10  have  been  painted  outside,  and 
with  blinds  provided  for  certain  others  the  houses  are  in  a  fair 
condition  outside.  Considerable  repairs  are  needed  inside  of 
several  of  the  buildings,  that  they  may  present  an  inviting  ap- 
pearance as  well  as  be  in  a  more  comfortable  condition. 
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According  to  the  vote  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  board 
visited  the  southwest  part  of  the  town  to  ascertain  the  needs  of 
the  pupils  in  that  vicinity.  A  diligent  search  discovered  only 
three  children  of  school  age,  and  they  have  been  provided  tui- 
tion and  conveyance  at  No.  9. 

BOOKS. 

For  the  profitable  study  of  geography  and  history  we  deem  it 
necessary  that  the  text  books  should  be  those  made  up  to  date  as 
nearly  as  possible.  We  therefore  exchanged  the  United  States 
histories  used  for  several  years  for  the  more  modern  ones  of 
Montgomery's,  adapted  for  beginners  as  well  as  for  the  more  ad- 
vanced pupils.  The  lessons  are  so  arranged  that  what  before 
were  dry  matters  of  fact  are   now  interesting  parts  of  history. 

We  think  it  would  be  for  the  advantage  of  the  pupils,  espe- 
cially the  younger  portion  of  them,  to  secure  a  more  extended 
series  of  supplementary  works  than  at  present  in  use  for  the 
teachers  in  imparting  knowledge  of  the  "  nature  and  effects  of 
alcohol  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system."

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PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  town  failed,  at  the  annual  meeting,  to  elect  trustees  of  the 
library,  therefore  the  vacancies  were  filled  by  the  selectmen  in 
the  appointment  of  Eddy  W.  Stevens  for  two  years,  and  George 
F.  Barnard  for  three  years. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  town  for  the  library  was  insuf- 
ficient to  allow  the  purchase  of  more  books ;  twenty-two  vol- 
umes, however,  have  been  added  during  the  year,  nineteen  by 
bequest  of  the  late  Sarah  E.  Parker,  one  by  gift  of  J.  A.  Riddle, 
Esq.,  and  two  belonging  to  the  old  library.  If  any  one  has  in 
his  possession  books  belonging  to  the  old  library  or  other  suit- 
able books  which  he  is  willing  to  donate,  the  trustees  will  be 
glad  to  receive  such.  The  whole  number  of  books  now  belong- 
ing to  the  library  is  343,  all  of  which  are  now  upon  the  shelves 
or  accounted  for. 

We  think  that  the  privileges  of  a  public  library  have  been 
appreciated  by  many  of  the  townspeople,  as  we  have  had  over 
a  thousand  applications  for  books  during  the  year,  which  we 
have  been  enabled  to  fill ;  several  popular  books  have  been 
issued  until  they  have  nearly  come  to  re-binding.  The  same 
librarian,  Jasper  P.  George,  has  been  continued  during  the  past 
year. 

Forty-four  additional  persons  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
privileges  of  the  library  during  the  year,  making  the  whole  num- 
ber of  patrons  to  date  195.  We  hope,  with  a  liberal  appropria- 
tion from  the  town,  to  be  able  during  the  coming  year  to  present 
for  the  perusal  of  the  reading  public  a  larger  selection  of 
attractive  and  instructive  books  than  at  present  we  are  able 
to  do. 

We  present  the  following  catalogue,  which,  in  addition  to 
those  found  in  the  town  reports  of  1893  and  1894,  comprises  a 
complete  list  of  the  books  now  belonging  to  the  library.
